N.B.C. LEADERS.AND WORLDLY GROUP TRY TO SEIZE 
ARGENTINE BAPTIST CHURCH, KANSAS CITY; OUST 
PASTOR DEL FEHSENFELD 
An Editorial 

Rev. Del Fehsenfeld, September 1, 1949, accepted the pastorate 

of the Argentine Baptist Church, 27th and Metropolitan, Kansas City, 
Karisas. The Lord blessed the work. A deficit of about $1,000 was 
wiped out, the budget was raised to $265 per week, and easily raised 
and a surplus accumulated. More people were saved during Brother 
Fehsenfeld’s ministry than any other like period in the history of the 
church. . 
As a consecrated, soul-winning pastor must do, Brother Fehsen- 
feld preached plainly against sin and worldliness, and the majority 
of the church followed his leading. However, a few worldly people oppos- 
ed his preaching against drink, against worldly shows, against smok- 
ing. They opposed his preaching, asked for a vote of the church. 
The church voted to back up their pastor. 

Then March 28, 1950, twelve mémbers ‘of the Argentine Baptist 
Church carried a petition to the court asking for an injunction to 
keep the pastor, the chairman of the board of deacons, the chairman 
of the trustees, the church clerk, and others, fifteen church leaders 
in all, from occupying the church property or carrying on church 
business. . 

The court temporarily restrained the pastor from carrying 
on hiseduties until the matter had been investigated. Meantime, one 
of the twelve men who signed the petition found that he had been 
hoodwinked and signed the following sworn statement. 

“The petition which was presented to the Wyandotte County Court sup- 
posedly representing my feelings toward the defendants is not a true repre- 
sentation of facts from my viewpoint. I was approached and prevailed upon 
and persuaded and pushed somewhat into undertaking with eleven other 
plaintiffs the Court procedure which I now feel to have been in error. I per-

The case was carried to court; the attorney for the worldly 
group attacking the leaders of the church and trying to seize the 
church property was Buford Braly, who, I understand is the at- 
torney for the Central Baptist Seminary, and a member of the 
board of that seminary. 

In the trial, I think it was not disputed that the church had 
voted to back up and retain the pastor, that he preached a clear 
gospel message, that souls were saved under his leadership and that 
attendance had increased. But it was alleged that he had changed 
some of the traditions of the church in preaching against liquor, drink- 
ing smoking, dirty shows, being yoked up with unbelievers in lodges, 
etc., and in that he had said parents should not teach the myth 
of Santa Claus as a fact. He was charged also with spreading revival 
literature including THE SworD OF THE LorD, instead of following 
strictly the Northern Baptist Convention line. 

Eventually the court ruled against Pastor Fehsenfeld and the 
majority in an astonishing decision. The case has been appealed to 
a higher court.

“Thou hast sold thyself.” Hark the words of God’s proph- 
et. Often man has been known to sell his fellowman, but 
here is a man who has sold himself.

He 
dies! 

The king smiles. He has _ sold 
Naboth to blood. He does not yet 
know that he has sold himself to 
blood also. With force of will he 
stills the warning bell of con- 
science. He has sold out too cheap. 
He has exchanged his soul for a 
piece of property. What a poor 
bargain. He has given up the ever- 
green fields of Heaven for the 
fleeting glimpse of a weed and 
thorn-infested garden that he must 
die and leave. 


Ahab is happy now, as happy as 


vineyard he coveted is his. He is 
going down to take possession. He 
has had his way. But God! Ahaz 
hears a foot-fall behind him, but 
when he turns, there is none there. 
Can it be that Naboth has come 
again to walk along this path 
where he trod so oft in life? Ahab 
shrugs. It is nought but imagina- 
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tion. He will look and enjoy the 
beauties of his vineyard. Then he 
starts when he looks before him 
for there in the pathway stands 
Elijah, the prophet of God. 

The king stands still, then turns 
pale as death when Elijah speaks: 

“Thus saith the Lord, Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? 
And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord, In the 
place where dogs licked the blood 
of Naboth shall dogs lick thy 
blood, even thine.

sell out for fifty years with all the 
gold in the world? Would you sign 
a mortgage on your soul for that 
price? I think I can hear you 
shouting “No” with all the force 
of your being. Yet you sell out 
for less. You sell out too cheap. 


Sold Out Too Cheap 


Suppose Satan should add to his 
offer. Suppose you are so numb 
with fear you cannot speak. You 
only shake your head in negation. 
Satan goes on adding to his offer. 
He will give all the gold, all the 
silver, all the the jewels, yea, all 
the world. Suppose you _ should 
trade. “For what is a man profit- 
ed, if he shall gain the whole 
world, and lose his own soul? or 
what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?” Again, I ask, would 
you sell your soul? Would you sell 
your soul for fifty years guaran- 
teed life with the world at your 
feet, knowing that in fifty years 
the Devil will foreclose the mort- 
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gage? You say no? Yet, you are 
not a Christian? You are selling 
out too cheap. 

There is another who bids for 
your soul, Jesus comes gentle, lov- 
ing. Tenderly, pleadingly He makes 
His offer. If you will sell out to 


Him, He will give you eternal life. 
He will give happiness in this 
world and glory inexpressible in 
the world to come. Sell out to 
Jesus and you make a good bar- 
gain. No one will ever accuse you 
of selling out too cheap.

Again Jesus said in Luke 6:26, “Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you! for so did their fathers to the false prophets.” 

Christians who do right will be persecuted. Preachers who preach 
against sin, who have the power of God and get many people saved 
will be persecuted. That is not a matter for lamentation. It is a matter 
for joy. Whether our beloved Brother Fehsenfeld sees all the good 
that will come from this persecution or not, he should rejoice be- 
cause he is ‘‘counted worthy to suffer shame for his name,” as were 
the apostles in Acts 5:41. 

Nobody accused Brother Fehsenfeld of sinful or worldly living. 
Nobody accused him of being mercenary and money-minded. Nobody 
accused him of going against the will of the majority of the church 
which voted to back him. He was simply accused of preaching against 
sin, and of not following the leaders of the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, and of offending worldly people, I believe it would be a 
fine thing for Christianity if more preachers were dragged to the 
courts for Jesus’ sake. I rejoice with Brother Fehsenfeld. 

I have had a burden on my heart to let THE SworD OF THE LORD 
go on record in this case, If there is any reproach to be had for 
standing true to Jesus Christ, standing against worldliness and sin, 
standing against modernism, then I want to*share with Brother 
Fehsenfeld, that reproach. I want no friends who must be gained by 
a compromising silence here. This editor believes in that kind of 
preaching. é 


II. Note That, According to the Sworn Statement of One of the 
Twelve Men Who Was Tricked Into Signing the Opposing 
Petition, the Fight Against the Pastor and Against the 
Majority of the Church Was Carried On by Northern Baptist 
Convention Officials, by Rev. L. C. Pennington, a Paid 
Representative of the Northern Baptist Denomination, an 
Associational Missionary, by Dr. J. R. Hale of the Central 
Baptist Seminary of Kansas City, a Northern Baptist Institu- 
tion, and by Attorney Buford Braly, a Trustee of the Seminary 

° and the Attorney for the Seminary 


Obviously it was an attack by Northern Baptist Convention 
leaders against a Bible-believing pastor and against a Bible-believ- 
ing majority of a church. 

The Northern Baptist group determined to keep leadership in 
the hands of modernist infidels and to keep money coming in to 
support its social gospel program, sending out missionaries on the so- 
called ‘inclusive policy.” That is, including those who do not believe 
in the deity of Christ, the virgin birth, the blood atonement, the 
inspiration of the Scripture, along with Bible believers. They will try 
to retain control of the local independent Baptist churches at any cost. 
Men leading the fight against Brother Fehsenfeld may not be modern- 
ists, or they may be, but they are for that “inclusive policy” social 
gospel program of the Northern Baptist Convention, and trying 
to enforce it by political crooked dealing. We are told that these Con- 
vention leaders rounded up some drinking Baptists, some lodge 
members, some other worldly church -members and some who 
were not even members of the church, endeavoring by one 
means or the other to secure control of the church property and to 
keep from the church the pastor and the principal church leaders 
who were being blessed of God, and supported by a majority of the 
church membership. : 

We ought to be impressed with this shocking truth: Men who 
are not true to Jesus Christ when His virgin birth, His deity, His 
blood atonement, and the inspiration of God’s Word are at stake, 
as officials of the Northern Baptist Convention have not been true, 
cannot be trusted to respect the independence of a local Baptist 
church. From time immemorial, local Baptist churches have had the 
right to call their own pastors, own their own church buildings, de- 
cide where they wish to give their offerings, and are free to support 
any or all or none of the proposals of the denominational leaders. 

This other shocking lesson should be learned; men who are 
for modernism are also for worldliness. Modernistic denominational 
leaders, or denominational leaders who have sold out to moderism 
whether they themselves are modernists or not, have no scruples 
against siding in with drinking, smoking, cursing, worldly people to 
try to unseat a spiritual pastor, or seize control of a church which 
wants to mind its own business. 


ITI. Christian People Sin Against God in Supporting Worldly, 
Unbelieving, Wire-pulling, Denominatonal Leaders | 

Every Christian who gives a dollar to the Kansas City Baptist 
Seminary should know that he is feeding a movement to en- 
slave Baptist pastors and dominate Baptist churches. They should know 
that the more support that goes to such a denominational institution, 
the faster modernism will grow in the denomination, and the more 
Bible-believing, soul-winning preachers will be hounded and opposed. 
The more that such an institution is supported, the more the church- 
es will be dominated by drinking, smoking, profane worldly people. 
If you are for the work of Northern Baptist Convention officials and 
officials of the Central Baptist Seminary at Kansas City, then go on and 
send your money to such causes. But if you are for Bible-believing 
preachers who win souls, and for the independence of local Baptist 
churches, than never be guilty of sending another dollar to support 
a Northern Baptist Convention official like these, or a Baptist institu- 
tion like this. 

These are strong words. They come from profound convictions ma- — 
tured after man¥ years. They come from a study of a hundred incidents 
as bad as this one at Kansas City, Kansas, Your and your church 
may be next. 

No matter what you say about believing the Bible, as long as 
-you feed the snake of modernism, your nice words are inconsistant. 


IV. Christian People, Safeguard Your Church Now! 

Let Christian people who read these lines take solemn warning 
from the miscarriage of justice, this perversion of the rights of a pas- 
tor and a church majority in the Argentine Baptist Church, Kansas 
City, Kansas. Your church may be next. Other Baptist pastors, preach- 
ers who preach against sin and against modernism in the Kansas City, 
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Jack Shuler at Ft. Wayne

Kansas, area have been already warned that they will probably be 
next. So get ready now to meet the effort of modernists who will 
try seize your church, when they can. 

First, see that the church takes action that worldly and immoral 
people who have been on the church roll will be dropped from the 
roll or excluded, after earnest effort to win them back to fellowship 
with Christ and the church fails. If your church keeps worldly mem- 
bers on the roll after they cease to attend the services, after they 
cease to try to live a Christian life, these worldly members may be 
rounded up later by modernists and used to vote against Bible-believ- 
ing preachers and against the gospel itself. Pastors, churches, clear 
your rolls of worldy and profane people who do not live right and 
do not stand for the church and for the gospel. Be scriptural. Use 
every effort to win people to Christ and to Godly ways, but do not 
leave on church rolls people who are not for Christ and the Bible 
and soul winning. If no infidels are left in the church, then they 
will not be used later to seize control of it and put out the Bible- 


believing Christians. 


Second, see that the deed to the church property is clear. The 
Northern Baptist Convention has repeatedly loaned money to churches 
and kept a lien on the building, or put.a provision in the deed that 


when the church ceases to support the Northern Baptist Convention, ' 


the property will revert to the Convention itself. Check the deed 
to your church property, If any such provision is written into it, then 
raise the money, and pay back the denomination with stipulation that 
first new deed must be prepared, freeing the church absolutely from 
any obligation to the denomination. Again and again wicked denomina- 
tional leaders have tried to seize control of church property, leave them 
no loophole. Local churches of other denominations, where the church 
building is owned by the denomination may have no recourse. But if 
yours is a Baptist church or a Congregational church, or any church 
group which is ruled by local church vote, and property owned by the 
local congregation, you should see that that property is safeguarded 
now before it is seized and taken over by modernistic denominational 
leaders. 

Third, if you are an individual Christian in a church which has 
a modernistic pastor and where you must support a modernistic de- 
nominational program, then in Christ’s dear name, get out of that 
church and never put another penny of money back of any program 
which is not true to Christ. 

Some local churches have an arrangement whereby they may sup- 
port mission work which is absolutely sound, and whereby they do not 
send any money whatever to the headquarters of their modernistic 
denominations. In such case, the Christian will have to earnestly wait 
on God and find what is God’s will. He will make it clear. But we al- 
ready know from the clear statement of the Word of God that a 
Christian is not to support, is not even to receive in his house, is not 
even to bid God speed, to one who is a modernist. Second John 10, 11 
says, “If there come any unto you, and bring not this doctrine, receive 
him not into your house, neither bid him God speed: For he that 
biddeth him God speed is partaker of his evil deeds. “If your pastor 
is a sound Bible-believing, soul-winning pastor, and if you can give 
your money where none of it will fall into the hands of modernism 
nor support unbelief, then possibly you ought to stay, but certain- 
ly no Christian has a right to put his endorsement on modernism, 
either by his presence or by his money. 

Let all of you who are in churches where the Bible is preached, 
and members of denominations whose leaders generally believe the Bi- 
ble, thank God with all your heart and strive to keep your denomina- 
tions that way.

A Mohammedan Rosary 

It was my high privilege as 
Chairman of the World Peace 
Commission to attend the opening 
session of the Conference for Limi- 
tation of Armament, called by 
President Harding at Washington 
during the early months of his ad- 
ministration. 

Among the high commissioners 
attending, representing the world 
powers, was an interesting and ex- 
traordinary personality. In any 
group of distinguished men he 
would attract immediate attention 
by his manner, attire, color, con- 
duct and character. 

While every other head was un- 
covered, this high commissioner 
kept his hat on. During the in- 
vocation of the President’s pastor, 
all stood save this one man. When 
the President of the United States 
was introduced to deliver his ad- 
dress of welcome, all stood with 
bared heads but this one high 
commissioner representing more 
than 250,000,000 people, who kept 
his head covered, following the 
custom of his race, station, re- 
ligion and nation. His white turban 
“was wound closely around his head 
and climbed to a great height, set- 
ting like a pyramid upon his finely- 
chiseled, dark-skinned, dignified 
head. 

Around his neck was a string of 
beads which he fingered with 
reverence, pushing them from 
right to left, one by one, until he 
made a complete circuit of his 
neck. He presented a weird and 
mystic appearance, until one un- 
derstood the significance of his ori- 
ental adornment. 

He was the commissioner from 
India, a high-cast prince from the 
land of mystery, a Mohammedar 
nobleman. There he sat in silence 
pushing his beads, at times mov. 
ing his lips in inaudible speech 
He aroused my curiosity, and ] 
resolved to learn the significance 
of his oriental adornment. 

Introduced by an official of the 
government, I made bold to in 
quire, “What is the significance o‘ 
that string of beads around yow 
neck?” 

“String?” said he. ‘This is not 
a String,” pushing the beads close 
together to disclose its character 
and color. “That,” said he, “is a 
golden cord that binds my soul to 
my Allah God.” 

“And the beads?” I inquired. 

“Beads?” said he. “These are 
not beads; they are gems, gems 
of glory; they are jewels, jewels 
of joy; they are pearls, pearls of 
paradise! This is my rosary,” he 
said. “Each one of these gems, 
jewels and pearls, ninety-nine of 
them in all on this cord of gold. 
represent the ninety-nine beauti- 
ful names of Allah, the God of the 
Koran, the holy Book of my rel- 
igion, and I was worshipping my 
Allah God, calling upon him by 
every one of the ninety-nine 
beautiful names by which he is 
known in the book of my religion. 
I challenge you,” said he, “I chal- 
lenge you as a Christian, to match 
my rosary! I have a better speak- 
ing acquaintance with my Allah 
than you have with your Christ. 
I know my Allah by his full name, 
and I challenge you to match me 
gem for gem, jewel for jewel, 
pearl for pearl.” 

And I could not. I could not ac- 
cept the challenge of a man from 
a pagan land. I was brought up 
in a Christian home, in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord, 
with a family altar, the songs 
of Zion, and the daily reading of 
the Bible; but here was a man 
from a pagan land, to which we 
send our missionaries to change 
its religion to ours, who had a 
better speaking acquaintance-with 
his Allah God than I had with my 
Lord Christ, and who. could call 
him by every one of the beauti- 
ful names by which he is Known 
in the book of his faith. “My 
rosary,” he said, “my rosary!” 


A Protestant Rosary 


I resolved to have a rosary of 
my own, seen by the eye of God 
alone: invisible though it might be 
to the eye of man. I began writ- 
ing down one after the other all

the names of our Lord I could 
call to mind, but I could not ap- 
proximate the pearls of paradise on 
the rosary of my Mohammedan 
friend. - 

I consulted Cruden’s Concord- 
ance to find there some fifty 
names of our Lord, but I dis- 
covered that some of Cruden’s 
names were not on my list and 
that some of my memory names 
were not on Cruden’s list, and con- 
cluded that neither one had them 
all. 

Where shall I find them? In 
what book? Only one: the Book of 
books. “Search the _ scriptures,” 
Said@ the Lord... “they are they 
which testify of me.” “Seek, and 
ye shall find.” “Whatsoever he 
saith unto you, do it.”’ I searched 
the Scriptures, and as I searched, 
I wrote down each name in con- 
secutive order, from the first name 
found in the first book and the 
first chapter and the first verse 
of the New Testament, to the last 
name found in the last book, the 
last chapter and the last verse, 
and I made some startling, en- 
lightening and comforting discov- 
eries, and bowed my knee at the 
name of Jesus. “That at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow.” 
It was the first time I knew Him 
by His full name. 

His first name in the New Test- 
ament was brought from Heaven 
to earth by the angel Gabriel to 
the humble home of the virgin 
mother before His‘ birth, as told 
in the Gospel according to Luke, 
in what Wm. E. Gladstone called 
the most beautiful book that was 
ever written, and when asked by 
Queen Victoria what he regarded 
as the most beautiful story in the 
most beautiful book, he replied, 
“The story of the birth of our 
Lord as told by Doctor Luke.” 

Not by Matthew, Mark or John, 
yut by Doctor Luke, who was not 
to be deceived by the story of a 
virgin-born child unless it was 
divinely authenticated. This is the 
story he called “the literary gem 
of the ages.” 


Prophecy Fulfilled 

“In the sixth month the angel 
aabriel was SENT from God unto 
1 city of Galilee, named Nazareth, 
To a virgin espoused to a man 
whose name was Joseph, of the 
house of David; and the virgin’s 
lame was Mary. And the angel 
tame in unto her, and said, Hail, 
thou that art highly favoured, the 
Lord is with thee: blessed art thou 
among women... Fear not, Mary: 
‘or thou hast found favour with 
30d. And, behold, thou shalt con- 
ceive in thy womb, and bring forth

Jesus.” And my rosary began! I 


had my first pearl, The Pearl of 
Greatest Price, as the beginning 
of the string. “He shall be great, 
and shall be called the Son of the 
Highest,” and I had my second 
pearl—“‘and the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his 
father David: And he shall reign 
over the house of Jacob for ever: 
and of his kingdom there shall be 
no end.” 

And Mary said, “How shall this 
be, seeing I know not a man? 
And the angel answered and said 
unto her, The Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of 
the Highest shall overshadow thee: 
therefore also that holy thing 
which shall be born of thee shall 
be called the Son of God.” 

And I had the third pearl] for 
my rosary, brought by the heaven- 
ly messefiger “sent from God,” 
Jesus, the Son of the Highest, 
Son of God, the first three pearls 
at the beginning of the string, 
found in the first chapter of the 
Gospel according to St. Luke. 

And Mary said, “Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord; be it unto 
me according to thy word.” (Now 
all this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken of 
the Lord by the prophet, saying, 
“Behold, a virgin shall be with 
child, and shall bring forth a son, 
and they shall call his name Em- 
manuel, which being interpreted 
is, God with us,” as Matthew 
1:22, 23 tells us. And I had.m 
fourth pearl.) ce 

“And there were in the same 
country shepherds abiding in the 
field, keeping watch over their 
flock by night. And, lo, the angel 
of the Lord came upon them, and

the glory of the Lord shone round 
about them:. and they were sore 
afraid. And the angel said unto 
them, Fear not: for, behold, I 
bring you good tidings of great 
joy, which shall be to all people. 
For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour, (fifth) 
which is Christ (sixth) the Lord,” 
and I had my seventh pearl: 
Jesus, Son of the Highest, Son of 
God, Emmanul, Saviour, Christ, 
Lord—the first SEVEN names 
brought from Heaven before the 
star of the East led the wise men 
to the place of His birth. 


A Mystical Number 


The humanity, the divinity and 
the deity of our Lord is confirmed 
from Heaven by this mystical 
number of seven. Every claim 
made by our Lord for Himself, 
by the prophets who foretold Him, 
by His disciples and apostles who 
followed Him, by the evangelists 


who wrote of Him—is confirmed: 


by the heavenly witnesses in those 
SEVEN names given Him from 
Heaven. 

In the’controversy with the Jews 
as recorded in the twenty-second 
chapter of St. Matthew’s Gospel, 
Jesus turned on them with the 
question: “What think ye of 
Christ? whose son is he?” Here 
is the answer sent from God out 
of Heaven . .. Jesus, Son of the 
Highest, Son of God, Emmanuel, 
Saviour, Christ, Lord! Seven names 
sent from Heaven before He was 
given a name on earth—after His 
birth. And the first name is found 
to be the seventh word of the first 
book, first chapter, first verse, and 
the first line of the New Testa- 
ment. 

“The book of the generation of 
Jesus”—seven! Not of Mark, in 
whose name there are but four 
letters; not of Luke or John, in 
whose name there are likewise 
four letters, but in Matthew, in 
whose name there is the key num- 


per of the Bible—M-A-T-T-H-E-W 


—seven! And I read on to the 
last book, and the last chapter, 
and the last page to find that the 
last name of our Lord in the New 


Testament Revelation ends with 
seven. 

He fulfilled His mission, He 
finished His work, He purchased 
our. redemption, was crucified, 
buried, resurrected, ascended, ‘‘and 
sat down on the right hand of the 
majesty on high.” Back home on 
His throne, He gave to John in 
the Revelation His last recorded 
name, in the last book, the last 
chapter, and almost the last verse; 
“T am Alpha (one) and Omega, 
(two) the beginning (three) and 
the end, (four) the first (five) and 
the last (six) ...I Jesus’—seven. . 
First name on earth, last name in 
Heaven; Jesus first and Jesus last. 
So when I brought my completed 
rosary together, I had Jesus, The 
Pearl of Greatest Price, at both 
ends of the string! 


Seven hundred times in the New 
Testament He is called Jesus 
—another seven. “Thou shalt call 
his name Jesus: for he shall save 
his people from their sins.” 


“.. ye were not redeemed with 
corruptible. things, as silver and 
gold, . . . But with the precious 
blood of Christ.’ “And the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.” 

That is the glad tidings of great 
joy that shall be to all people. 
“For unto you is born this day in 
the city of David a Saviour.” “For 
the Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost.”’ 
That is the gospel; that is the 
Word that St. Paul exhorted Tim- 
othy to preach, the Word that 
became flesh and dwelt among 
us—“God was in Christ, recon- 
ciling the world unto himself,” 
confirmed by the first seven names 
given Him from Heaven. I read 
on to discover that the first name 
given Him on earth after His 
birth was a confirmation of the 
seven names given Him from 
Heaven before His birth, as told 
in the second chapter of the Gos- 
pel according to St. Matthew. He, 
Joseph, arose, and “‘took the young 
child and his mother by night, and 
departed into Egypt: and was 


there until the death of Herod: 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet, 
saying, Out of Egypt have I called 
my son.” He that hath ears to 
hear, let him hear,—“my Son.”’ 
And I had my eighth pearl. “And 
he came and dwelt in a city cal- 
led Nazareth: that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by the 
prophets, He shall be called a 
Nazarene.” And I had my ninth 
pearl. 

“Then cometh Jesus from Gali- 
lee to Jordan unto John to be 
baptized of him .. . And Jesus, 
when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water: and, 
lo, the heavens were opened unto 
him, and he saw the Spirit of 
God descending like a dove, and 
lighting upon him: And lo a voice 
frém heaven, saying, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” And I had my tenth 
pearl. 

“The next day John seeth Jesus 
coming unto him, and saith, Be- 
hold the Lamb of God.” And I 
had my eleventh pearl. 

“One of the two which heard 
John speak, and followed him, was 
Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother. 
He first findeth his own brother 
Simon, and saith unto him, We 
have found the Messias.” And I 
had my twelfth pearl. 

I have given you consecutively 
and in the order of their occur- 
rence the first twelve names of 
our Lord found in the New Test- 
ament revelation: Jesus, Son of 
the Highest, Emmanuel, Saviour, 
Christ, Lord, My Son, The Naza- 
rene, My Beloved Son, The Lamb 
of God, Messiah—twelve! 

“Philip findeth Nathanael, and 
saith unto him, We have found 
him, of whom Moses . . . and the 
prophets, did write, Jesus of Naz- 
areth.” Thirteen! ... “Nathanael 
answered and saith unto him, 
Rabbi, thou art the Son of God; 
thou art the King of Israel.” Four- 
teen! ; 

‘When Jesus came into the

coasts of Caesarea Philippi, he 
askec. his disciples, saying, Whom 
do men say that I the Son of man 
am? .. . And Simon Peter an- 
swered and said, Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God.” 
Fifteen! 

Shall I go on? Would God, ‘as 
the * Hebrew damsel said _ to 
Naaman whom she advised to go 
to Samaria to see the prophet 
Elijah that he might be healed 
of his leprosy—would God that 
time would permit me to give the 
time, place, circumstance, chapter 
and verse, and quote each pass- 
age where are found the names of 
our blessed Lord, in their consec- 
utive order, every gem, jewel, and 
pearl “that ye might believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of 
God: and that believing ye might 
have life through his name.” “That 
ye might behold his’ glory, the 
glory as the only begotten of the 
Father, full of grace and truth.” 
“For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shinned in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ.” Would God that I could, 
as “he telleth the number of the

stars; he calleth them all by their 
names.”” Impossible! 


A Casket of Jewels 


All I can do is give you the 
names of our divine Lord from the 
cradle to the cross, from His 
crown of thorns to His throne of 
glory, in constellations of char- 
acter and kind, and let you string 
them one by one on your own 
invisible cord of gold, with Jesus, 
His first and last name on earth 
and in Heaven, at each end 
of the rosary. Jesus first and Jesus 
last, and between His cradle and 
His glorified name you will have 
a galaxy of gems, a casket of 
jewels, a heavenly Son-burst. of 
pearls, giving you an invisible ros- 
ary longer than that worn by 
my Mohammedan friend: Gems of 
glory, jewels of joy, pearls of 
paradise, dazzling in_ brilliance, 
transcendent in beauty, revealing 
the majesty and divine person- 
ality of the Son of God from glory 
unto glory. “Who being the bright- 
ness of his glory, and the express

A Warless World 


Two hundred and three names 
and I am not done! I have saved 
the crowning name _ until last, 
without which my rosary would be 
incomplete. The most promising, 
prophetic and exhalted name by 
which our Lord is called is that 
great name given Him by the 
prophet Isaiah seven hundred 
years before He came, and the 
first name given to our Lord in 
the Bible, the pearl of all the 
prophecies, the world’s one hope 
for a better tomorrow: A world 
without war! 

“It shall come to pass, that the 
mountain of the house of the Lord 
shall be established in the top of 
the mountains, and it shall be ex- 
alted above the hills; and people 
shall flow unto it... And they 
shall beat their swords into plow- 
shares, and their spears into prun- 
inghooks: nation shall not lift up 


a sword against nation, neither} - 


shall they learn war any more. 

“All the armor of the armed 
warrior, and all the garments rol- 
led in blood; but this shall be 
with burning and fuel of fire... 
For the earth shall be full of the 
knowledge of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea... He shall 
“yadge among the nations ... And 
my people shall dwell in a peace- 
able habitation, and in seeure 
dwellings, and im quiet resting 
places. . .. For ye shall go out 
with joy, and be led forth with 
peace: the mountains and the hills 
shall break forth before you into 
singing, and all the trees of the 
field shall clap their hands... . 
They shall sit every man under 
his vine and under his fig tree; 
and none shall make them afraid: 
for the mouth of the Lord of 
hosts hath spoken it . . . The zeal 
of the Lord of hosts will perform 
this.” 


And the Reason? 


“For unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given: and the 
government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace!” 
Two hundred and eight names! 
One hundred and nine more gems, 
jewels and pearls than my Moham- 
medan friend had on his cord of 
gold! 

Pearls of Paradise, Pearls of 
Prophecy, Pearls of Peace—pro- 
claiming the pre-existent, eternal 
and never-changing Christ—‘“the 
same yesterday, and to day, and 
for ever.” 

“ . . who was made a little 
lower than the angels for the suf- 
fering of death, crowned with 
glory and honour; that he by the 
grace of God should taste death 
for every man .. . by whose 
stripes ye were healed.” 

Hallelujah ’tis done, I believe 

on the Son, 

I am saved by the BLOop of 

the crucified one! 

And my rosary is done! 


The Great Confession 


“Great is the mystery of godli- 
ness: God was manifest in the 
flesh, justified in the Spirit, seen 
of angels, preached unto the Gen- 
tiles, believed on in the world, 
received up into glory.” And fin- 
ally, when back on the throne in 
His heavenly home, John the Rev- 
elator heard the “angels round 
about the throne and the beasts 
and the elders: and the number 
of them was ten thousand times 
ten thousand, and thousands of 
thousands: Saying with a loud 
voice, Worthy is the Lamb that 
was slain to receive power, and 
riches, and wisdom, and strength, 
and honour, and glory, and bless- 
ing ... unto him that sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb for ever and ever’!

The Way of Salvation 

“Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I 
confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven.” For “if thou 
shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved.”

“Behold, now 
is the accepted time; behold, now 
is the day of salvation.’’

help thou mine unbelief.” 


Day Star From on High 


I wrote them all down as the 
train carried me on the long jour- 
ney from Washington to Miami, 
where I spoke on the succeeding 
Sabbath at a mass meeting in the 
White Temple at which William 
Jennings Bryan presided, where 
for the first time I wore my in- 
visible rosary, and used my gems, 
jewels ‘and. pears:. to. glorify the 
Son of God. 

As I climbed the heights of

glory in exaltation of our Lord, 
the presiding officer, seated on the 
platform, was visibly affected. He 
made no effort to display or con- 
ceal it, but the audience observed 
it. At the close Mr. Bryan arose 
and said, “I never saw the King 
in all His beauty until now.” 

Mrs. Bryan was a wheel-chair 
invalid and unable to attend the 
meeting. Despite the fact that the 
hour of adjournment was late and 
another engagement was to be 
filled at the First Presbyterian 
Church at the evening _ service, 
Mr. Bryan insisted that I go along 
to his home at Villa Serena, five 
miles out, and repeat a certain 
portion of the address to Mrs. 
Bryan, who had been impatiently 
awaiting his return, promising to 
take me in his car to the evening 
service. What occurred at the bed- 
side of Mary Bryan, when, for the 
first time she saw “The Day Star 
from on high,” is forbidden, as 
when Jesus said to the disciples 
who were with Him on the Mount 
of Transfiguration, “Tell ‘the vision 
to no man.” It was an undiscov- 
ered pearl. 

The next day Mr. Bryan wrote 
me a letter, repeating what he 
had urged at his home, saying, 
“I want to have printed your ad- 
dress of yesterday on ‘Pearls of 
Paradise.’ . It is the greatest 
argument for the divine origin of 
Christianity and the divinity of 
Jesus that I have ever heard or 
read. I hope the world can hear 
this message.” 

I continued giving the address, 
at the International Bible Con- 


ference, Winona Lake, in lead- 
ing churches, Boston to Los 
Angelés, several times in my home 
city, Rochester, New York, and at 
scores of Chautauqua assemblies 
from coast to coast, reminded by 
Mr. Bryan again and again, ‘‘You 
must print it!’ 

Upon his death, July, 1925, as 
his body was lowered into mother 
earth in Arlington, Cemetery, 
Washington, I resolved to print it. 
It has since gone around the world. 


‘Print It! Print It!” 


Here it is after thirty years! 
Multitudes who have heard it have 
said, “Print it.” Many pastors have 
asked for and been sent a copy, 
and were I to include the letters 
from those who have been blessed 
by it, whose faith has been re- 
stored by it, reactions from those 
who have heard it delivered, they 
would fill a book. 

I conclude with two: In a 
Pacific Coast campaign as chair- 
man of the World Peace Com- 
mission, when I was announced to 
give the “Pearls of Paradise” in 
Portland, there came to my hotel 
a former well-known evangelist, 
who was a member of J. Wilbur 
Chapman’s Simultaneous Revival. 

He volunteered to drive me to 
the meeting. He had left the min- 
istry, quit the church and re- 
jected everything he used _ to 
preach, and classed Christ with 
Mohammed, Buddha, and other 
moral teachers. I prayed for him 
and myself all the way to the 
meeting, while he did the talking. 
On the return trip to the hotel he 


spoke not a word. After midnight 
he returned to my room, threw 
himself on his knees, wept like 
a child and cried, “I have found 
Him of whom Moses. and the 
Prophets wrote .. . Jesus, the 
Son of God.” 

On one occasion the late Dr. 
Clarence A. Barbour, president of 
Brown University and my pastor 
at the Lake Avenue’ Baptist 
Church, Rochester, New York, for 
eighteen years, where I was his 
deacon, was in my audience. No 
one would think of Dr. Barbour as 
an emotional man, but how deep 
the current of his life ran, only 
those who loved him knew. He 
tarried until most of the congreg- 
ation had departed, took my hand 
and with deep emotion, said, “I 
know whom I have believed, and 
am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day.” 

Are you wearied with the length 
of the “Pearls of Paradise’’? 

“Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me; for 
I am meek and lowly in heart: 
and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls.’’
